Utility  Is  Written  All  Over  It. 


How  Dr.  J.  A.  Francis  Views  Boston's 
New  Building. 

The  new  Boston  Association,  on  Hunt- 
ington avenue,  is  open.  It  is  the  last 
word  to  date  in  Association  buildings. 
The  location  is  superb.  It  is  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  great  student  population, 
numbering  for  eight  months  in  the  year 
25,000  strong.  It  is  quickly  reachable 
from  the  business  district,  from  the  fav- 
ored Back  Bay  and  from  the  great 
boarding  house  region  across  the  New 
Haven  tracks. 

The  building  itself  is  not  ornate  inside 
or  out.  Instead,  it  is  neat  and  as  prac- 
tical as  a  factory.  Utility  is  written  all 
over  it.  Fire-proof,  sanitary,  conven- 
ient, usable,  durable,  it  is  a  club,  a  home, 
a  religious  center  and  a  university  all 
in  one.  It  is  to  the  old  building  on  Boyl- 
ston  street,  which  we  used  to  think  was 
pretty  fine,  what  a  high  power,  six-cyl- 
inder car  would  be  to  a  baby  carriage. 
It  is  a  factory  for  making  men — real 
men,  too.  Furnish  the  raw  material  of 
a  half  decent  sort  and  with  the  spirit 


and  method  that  prevails  in  this  up-to- 
date  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
the  product  will  be  just  what  Twentieth 
Century  civilization  needs  for  leader- 
ship— men  with  red  blood;  men  with 
well-developed,  sinewy  bodies;  men 
with  trained,  Avell-stored  and  balanced 
minds;  men  with  spiritual  natures  so 
controlled  and  controlling  that  they  will 
respond  to  the  call  of  God  and  the  needs 
of  men  as  the  needle  turns  to  its  pole.
